A Drive-In Movie Within a Movie at Cleveland’s Memphis Drive-In 


CLEVELAND (May 3, 2006) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) announces a special presentation of the 
1968 thriller Targets on Thursday, May 18, at 8:30 p.m. as part of CMA@ The Drive-In, a special partnership 
between CMA and The Memphis Drive-In, 10543 Memphis Avenue, Cleveland. This film is presented by CMA’s 
Panorama Film Series. 

Tickets are $10 per vehicle and are on sale at the Memphis box office the night of the show. No buses, 
vans or big rigs please. Come rain or (moon) shine. 

The film, directed by Peter Bogdanovich and starring Boris Karloff, takes place at a SoCal drive-in, where 
aging horror-movie star, Byron Orlock, attends the premiere of his latest film (actually Roger Corman’s 1963 The 
Terror). The real scares are off-screen, as a crazed gunman on the screen tower begins to shoot people at random. 
Eventually Orlock, the icon of make-believe fright, meets the true-life terrorist in a real horror show. This largely 
forgotten thriller from the late-sixties is Peter Bogdanovich’s first film and promises to create a singular Chinese- 
box vibe. 

The show will be preceded by a vintage trailer reel and short films, including the cartoon, “Magoo’s 
Moose Hunt” (1957) and the Three Stooges short, “A-Ducking They Did Go” (1939). A classic drive-in 
intermission reel and countdown clock will also play.
